NEW YORK — It is vitally important 


that the American government draw 
the best talents (nto the difficult and 
hazadarous business of charting the 
nation's course in one of the great- 
est crisis that has ever confronted 
mankind. 


If Congress acts one way or the 


other on the Neutrality Law of 1937 
and adjourns, its members will be 
.scattered soon throughout the coun- 
try and thus deprived of immediate 
contacts with proposals and actions 
by the President and State Depart- 
ment. 


If a crisis comes, Congress cannol 


asscmple on its own motion. It must 
await the President's pleasure. If he 
docs not call another special session, 
it cannot meet again until next Jan- 
uary. 


It is thi.s writer's belief that Con- 


gress should remain in actual or con- 
structive session during the continu- 
ance of the war abroad, or until 
the new Congress is installed, if the 
war should last so long. 


Thus Congress would be in a pos- 


ition to discharge its cpn.stilulioria.1 
duties and its obligations to the peo- 
ple in connection with foreign affairs. 


How to Keep Congress Informed 
Congress is, however, a large and 


unwieldy 
body and 
needs .special 


agents and committees to prepare 
reports and measures for its con- 
sideration. 


My 
.second 
suggestion, therefore, 


is that Congress create a joint com- 
mittee on foreign affairs to maintain 
contacts with the President and the 
Stale Department, to study proposals 
and decisions made by them, and to 
keep the leaders and members of 
Congress constantly informed as to 
the steps being taken by the Executive. 


This committee might well be chos- 


en from members of the foreign re- 
lations committee of the Senate and 
the foreign affairs committee of the 
House, with majority and minority 
representation. 
Or 
a special joint 


committee could be established. 


A mere commitle is not enough. 


The issues of foreign affairs now a- 
rising arc highly technical and com- 
plicated. Even little decisions may 
he vital, if they lead to crucial de- 
cisions. 


So I propose Ihat this joint com- 


mittee of Congress on foreign affairs 
be equipped with its own staff of 
experts in the laws and practices 
of international relations. Thus the 
experts of the Slate Department could 
he checked by experts equally com- 
petent, and 
where 
differences 
of 


opinion arise Congress could have the 
benefit of knowing the alternative 
policies and 
actions

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'Reconstruction and Germanization' 


Already, while the guns still thunder at Warsaw and the people of that 


once-beautiful capital are still dying on their doorsteps, the civil occupation of 
the rest of German-conquered Poland is under way, Already the plans by 
which Germany is trying to Germanize the Czechs are being placed in effect 
in what was the Polish Corridor. Apparently the plans are being pushed even 
more ruthlessly, for there is in conquered Poland not even a pretext of setting 
up a "protectorate," as was done in Czechoslovakia. German Poland is simply 
conquered territory, and apparently it is being dealt with as such. 


Labor 'Service 'men, Nazi party leaders, and a host of civilians have been 


moved in to take over the property of the conquered Poles. German signs im- 
mediately replaced Polish, school children must immediately begin learning 
the strange foreign language in their schools—all this feverish activity under 
a-slogan of <rReconstruction and Germanization." 


The intention evidently is to wipe Poland off the map not only as an 


independent country, but as a national people, and to do it within one gen- 
er^tion, even faster than Bismarck was able to achieve it in East Prussia. 


; Thus the German minority which Hitler claimed was so oppressed by the 


Poles is able to turn and oppress its oppressors. Proof that such GeiYn'ans be- 
longed to Nazi organizations before the conquest is now the road to profits and 
position. 


And •.with this establishment of a "Poland Irredenta," the whole long, 


ghastly business begins ail over again. Hitler himself is devoted to the idea 
that "A German is always a German," that racial blood is'the fountain of all 
life. Yet it does not seem to have occurred to him, in spite of the repeated 
demonstrations of history, that a Pole might also be always a Pole. Neither 
Russia, nor Austria, nor Germany has in the past been able to "Germanize" 
them. 
I 


But today's techniques of propaganda are better, and the ways of digging 


at the roots of men's minds are better understood than they were a century 
ago. 


Perhaps it will prove literally possible to absorb peoples' 'minds and souls 


as well as their lands and their properly. 


That is a battle that is going on behind the fighting lines in China, in 


Czechoslovakia, in Poland. Its results will be no less interesting and perhaps 
even more important than the war of the guns.

Chest.Goiters Hamper Breathing-; Removal Requires 


Delicate Surgery 


Goiter, the enlargement of the try- 


roid'gland, occurs in two forms. The 
one, high in the throat, is easily re- 
moved; the other, deeper in the chest, 
i^ dangerous and difficult to take out. 


The thyroid gland lies in the front 


(j. the neck. Two large lobes of the 
gland lie on each side of the windpipe. 
A small portion of tissue, called the 
isthmus, lies across the windpipe con- 
necting the two lobes. 


An ordinary goiter is easy to reach 


during surgical operation and can be 
removed 
without considerable dif- 


ficulty to the modern surgeon. There 
are certain forms of goiter, however, 
which are so low in the neck that they 


eventually drop down and grow behind 
the breast bone or sternum'. This type 
is called intrathoracic goiter, because 
it is actually within the chest. • 


The danger from such a goiter re- 


sults not only from the pressure on the 
windpipe, which causes that organ to 
be curved or narrowed, but also from 
the manner in which the goiter presses 
on the veins in the neck, preventing 
the return of the blood from the head 
and nack to the heart and the circula- 
tion. 


Because of these dangers, persons 


with large goiters growing deep in the 
neck and chest have interference with 
breathing, particularly when there is 


exertion and an unusual demand for! 
air. The voice is likely to be high and 
soprano-like and the breathing noisy 
and whistling. Pressure on the veins 
results in swelling of the vessels and 
the accumulation of fluid. 


Such a goiter could develop excessive 


activity of its tissues. The symptoms 
already mentioned may be associated 
with overaction of the thyroid, includ- 
ing rapid heart anil loss of weight. 
The removal of such thyroid enlarge- i 
ment with the gland deep down in the I 
neck or chest dcvnands extraordinary 
surgery. 


Before undertaking such an opera- 


lion, the surgeon makes X-ray pictures 
to determine the extent of the tissue 
that is to be removed. He has to con- 
trol completely the blood vessels that 
pass into the goiter and away from it. 
He must free the goiter from the sur- 
rounding tissue without damaging any 
of the important structures such as the

Inevitably lessons on the kingdom

Congress Must Share Power 


It is false to say that the Constitut- 


ion gives the President hto right to 
conduct our foreign affairs. The Con- 
stitution does nothing of the sort. 
Congress shares that power with him 
and will exercise its rights, unless! 
it is willing to surrender everything. 
supinely, to his personal directon. 


But Congress has no rght to make 


this surrender. It has constitutional 
duties in respect to foreign affairs and 
its members owe to the people who 
elected them the obligation of dis- 
charging these duties. 


By failing to rise to its obligations 


it would allow the President to do 
whatever he pleases in that fo« cal- 
led international law. 


Of these 52!) letters 1 studied, 37 de- 


manded adoption of the 
President's 


program. The rest—492 in all—can be 
classified as follows: 


Two hundred and 
seventy-four— 


'more than half—seemed very clearly to 
be fponlnneous. 


One hundred anc! twenty were at 


the other extreme: printed letters, un- 
mistakably sent out because of a cam- 
paign put on by some organization. 
There were three varieties of printed 
letter in this batch. 


Thirty-eight were individually writ- 


ten, but were equally obviously in- 
spired. When you read a dozen letters, 
all saying "I want no change ill .the 
present neutrality law—no war for the 
U. S. A." without the slightest varia- 
tion,, you can be sure they aren't spon- 
taneous. 


Twenty-four letters demanded that 


this country keep out of war, but made 
no specific mention of the neutrality 
law. 


Twenty were in the nature of round- 


robins, or petitions. A few of these 
sounded very much like the joint pro- 
ducts of groups that had just listened 
to a radio broadcast. Most of tliem, 
however, came from organizations like 
men's Bible classes, social clubs, rnd 
so on, which had debated the issue and 
formally voted on it. Some of these, 
possibly, may have been the end-pro- 
duct of a pressure group's work; I 
would class al least half of the 20 as
